After brutally slaying Mrs. Ray­ 
mond (Maude) Rouscher, 28, at hoi 
home in York Friday afternoon, less 
than 24 hours before she was 
to 
have resumed marital relations with 
her husband, Ervin “Jake” Spang­ 
ler, 31, of Thomasville, committed 
suicide in the office of the Miller 
brick yard, York, shortly before last 
midnight. 
While York city and countv au­ 
thorities were combing every known 
“hangout” of the slayer early this, 
morning, Spancler’s body, with the 
head almost blown away, was found 
in the brick yard office, into which 
he had broken during the night. 
Throat Is Slashed 
A double-barreled shotgun which 
Spangler had placed in his mouth 
w as found on the floor. One cham­ 
ber had been discharged. 
Mrs. Rouscher. Spangler's second 
woman murder victim, was struck 
over the read wdth a heavy hammer 
and her throat slashed with a razor 
in the kitchen of her small home 
in 
York at 4:13 
o’clock, 
Friday 
afternoon. 
Spangler’s first victim was Mrs 
Sarah 
Meckley. mother 
of four 
children, whom he shot in a woods, 
near York, in 1925. and for which 
crime he served six years in the 
York county 
prison, having been 
im ruled in May, 1931. 
When York police arrived at the 
Rouscher home, 
they found 
the 
slain woman's tu'o children. Betty, 
9, and June, 6, crying that their 
mother 
had 
been 
killed. Police 
went Into the house and found the 
woman’s body lying face downward 
in a corner of the kitchen. 
Struggles For Life 
Blood spattered 
against a

that leads to a small rear yard, on 
a table cloth and a kitchen cabinet

Rouscher had not died without a 
(struggle.
